M e have just been made acquainted 
with the facts showing a new wnj’ of keep- 
ing p.Trtnersliip accounts, which one of 
the parties did not understand, though the 
other did, and which those designing to go 
into business might profitably study. 

Two worthy, and, so far as is known, 
perfectly honest and honorable young 
Germans, went into business in partner- 
ship. One of them managed the business, 
while the other managed the sales and 
finances as a part of his work. How often 
the financier balanced up his cash ac- 
count is not known — perhaps cnce a week, 
perhap.s not more than once a month, in- 
asmuch a.s their busincs.s was not 
very heavy ot first. But when- 
ever he did balance, or trj’ to 
balance, he always found himself 
short; hunt where he would he could find 
no errors. He was careful to charge 
against himself all the money he drew out. 
and his partner, helping himself from the 
cash drawer, alwaj's made a similar 
charge. Still, the deficiency continued, 
and he concluded he w'ould speak to bis 
partner about it. He did so, asking him 
how much money be drew out the last 
time. He replied “ten” or “twenty” dol- 
lars as the ca.se happened. Lookint; at 
the entry he found only half that amount 
charged, and he then remarked, “you 
drew out ten dollars, but you charged

The week past has been an exceedingly 
quiet one among the members of the tire 
department. After the fire at the depot, 
on the morning of the 7th, there was 
neither fire nor alarm during the entire 
week. But it appears that Sunday morn- 1 
ing is the time now for fires. Yesterday ' 
morning, about three o’clock. Officers ' 
Slater and Meagher discovered a fire and , 
gave the alarm. By the time they arrived 1 
at the place, the livery stable kept by ' 
J. Mehringer, on Market street, near , 
First, the flames had possession of the 
back part of the building, and before 
they could be rescued six horses were 1 
burned to death, and two others so se- , 
verely that they cannot live. The rear 1 
end of the stable joined a building used as ' 
a shop by the Southwestern Furniture ! 
Manufacturing Company, in which was 1 
work under way valued at nearly three 1 
thousand dollars. This was all destroyed. 
The horses burned were worth about one 
thousand; the stable was damaged to the 
amount of four or five hundred, and the 
work shop aViout the same. The engines 
had not long gone home, when at six 
o’clock another fire burst out in the finish- 
ing room belonging to the same manufac- 
turing company, fronting on First street. 
In thi.s room were several barrels of var- 
nish and oil, which burst, and the contents 
igniting, created a terrible heat, on which 
three streams of water seemed to have but 
little effect for about half an hour. But 
the flames were finally subdued before 
they had communicated to the ware rooms 
adjoining on the second floor, as well as 
the first. The loss at this last fire 
by the flames and water is estimated 
at not less than a thousand dollars, mak- 
a total in both fires of some six .thousand 
dollars. 1 'he stable belonged to the 
.Mes.sr.s. Rudd, which, with the livery stock 
belonging to Me. Mehringer, was unin- 
sured The factory building and work- 
shop belonged to the S. W. Manufacturing 
Company. This comp.any had some ten 
thousand dollars insurance in some of Mr. 
Lyman’s agencies and in the Lumbermen’s 
Company, of Chicago; but as their poli- 
cies were depo.sited 111 hank for sa!e-keep- 
ing, the e.xacl particulars could not be 
leaped yesterday evening. Their loss may 
prove to be heavier than estimated. 

In the fire at the stable officers Slater 
and .Meagher cut one horse loose, and he 
was .saved with a slight singeing. Mr. 
Dave Connell, member of Fire Company 
No. 1, had his hair and eyebrows consid 
eraMy burned, in rushing through the 

stable.

Chicago, November 14. 

The large frame building known as the 
Republican Wigwam, located on the cor- 
ner of Luke and Market streets, took fire 
about 9J o’clock last evening and was cn 
tirely destroyed, with nearly all its con- 
tents. The building was erected in the 
spring of 1860 for the use of the Republi- 
can National Convention, held in May of 
that year, which nominated Abraham 
Lincoln for President. Its dimensions 
were 100 by ISO feet, and 30 feet high. It 
cost $15,000, the money be ing contributed 
by the citizens of Chicago. 

It was constructed entirely of wood. 
.After it had been occupied by the National 
Convention, it was used during the cam- 
paign for large gatherings of a polit-eal 
character, and also for religious gath- 
erings. After the close of the campaign, 
it was occupied at various times for fairs, 
fe.stivals and concerts, one of which was 
given by Adelina Patti. It was in the 
Wigwam that Senator Douglas delivered 
his last speech, some four or five weeks be- 
fore his death. 

During the war many regiments, pass- 
ing through the city, were temporarily 
lodged in it. Finally, near the elo.se ot 
the war, the valuable ground on which it 
stood was needed for other uses, and the 
Wigwam was put up at auction and pur- 
chased by the (Jarret Biblical Institute. 
It was sown after modeled into stores, and 
lias been devoted to the uses of commerce 
ever since.
